Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 


Over  the  next  decade  or  so  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  will  proceed 

within  the  area  of  the  Borough  Council  and  be  co-ordinated  with  neighbouring  Authorities  on  either 
side.  The  year  10/^1  saw  the  starting  point  to  the  programme  which  will  gradually  bring  the  whole 
of  the  Borough  district  into  the  era  of  Clean  Air  by  the  1970’ s.  The  initial  project  included  464 
houses  in  a number  of  small  areas  of  modem  housing  development  and  the  order  was  submitted  to 
the  Minister  on  28th  Febmary,  1^61,  but  date  of  operation  was  delayed  until  the  following  year. 

The  priority  task  of  the  Health  Department  continued  to  be,  as  it  must  for  many  years 
to  come,  the  inspection  and  reporting  to  the  Council  on  houses  within  the  district  which  are  unfit 
for  human  habitation,  as  assessed  by  reference  to  Section  4,  Housing  Act,  1957.  A total  of  87 
houses  were  classified  as  unfit  in  Clearance  Areas  and  4 were  similarly  dealt  with  under  Section 
17,  Housing  Act,  1957. 

Much  of  the  body  of  the  report  is  taken  up  with  statistical  matter  on  which  the  following 
comments  are  recorded:- 

POPULATION  The  population  estimate  is  mid  year  and  is  compiled  by  the  Reg- 

istrar General’s  Department.  The  last  3 Census  surveys  show  the 
population  trend  in  the  Borough  as  one  of  slow  growth  over  the  years.

The  death  rate  was  11.3^  Per  1,000  of  the  population  (compara- 
bility factor  LOP  applied)  being  below  the  national  average  for 
England  and  Wales  of  12.00. 

(a)  Degenerative  disease  of  the  Circulatory  System  accounted  for 

a total  of  23*^  deaths  or  4A.4  as  a percentage  of  all  deaths. 

(b)  Bronchitis  24  males  and  7 females  died  from  this  disease. 

fc)  Chest  Cancer  28  males  and  4 females  died  from  malignant 
growths  of  lung  and  bronchus. 

View'ed  together  the  last  mentioned  2 complaints  (b)  and  (c)  can 
be  seen  to  be  mainly  afflictions  of  the  male. 

(d)  Cancer  of  Breast  and  Uterus,  caused  10  female  deaths. 

(e)  Tuberculosis

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INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE 

Measles  The  epidemic  which  commenced  during  the  last  2 months 

of  1*^60  reached  a peak  in  March  and  finished  with  the  onset  of  the 
warmer  weather. 

A total  of  1,183  notifications  were  received. 

One  child  aged  11  years  died  from  Measles;  he  was  also  a chronic 
invalid. 

Whooping  Cough  45  notifications,  which  were  divided  between  the 

under  5’s  and  over  5’s  about  equally. 

Tuberculosis  38  primary  notifications  were  received  in  respect 

of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  total  number  of  people  remaining  on 
the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  382  being  7 
fewer  than  the  previous  year  and  so  continuing  the  downward  trend 
of  the  previous  years.  However  any  tendency  to  underestimate  the 
Public  Health  importance  of  Tuberculosis  would  be  unwise  in  view 
of  the  total  of  6 deaths  including  2 in  which  the  person  was  not 
notified  during  life  as  suffering  from  the  disease,  while  in  the  case 
of  one  family,  father,  mother  and  seven  children  were  admitted  to  the 
Sanatorium  together,  all  suffering  from  the  disease  in  one  form  or 
another. 

Poliomyelitis  Tlie  one  notification  of  the  disease  in  its  paralytic 

form  referred  to  a child  aged  AY?  years,  in  whom  the  diagnosis  was 
first  made  at  All  Saints  Hospital,  Chatham.  His  normal  place  of  resi- 
dence was  Sheemess  but  the  notification  was  returned  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  on  the  weekly  return  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  in 
accordance  with  G.R.O.  Circular  (M.O.H.)  No.  1/1962. 

Acute  Encephalitis  One  case  occurred  following  Measles  in  a 

child  aged  5 years. 

CARAVAN  SITE, 

ASH  TREE  LANE 

Reference  was  made  in  the  1060  report  of  the  decision  of  the 
Council  to  clear  this  site  by  a gradual  process  of  acquiring  the 
ownership  of  individual  plots  and  rehousing  the  occupants  of  the 
caravans  on  the  site.  Of  the  original  28  families  living  there  at  the 
time  of  the  decision  8 had  been  rehoused  at  the  end  of  the  year  under 
review. 

ADMINISTRATION 

This  report  details  certain  of  the  Personal  Health  Services  of 
the  local  Health  Authority  which  for  this  district  is  the  County 
Council. 

The  work  of  the  District  Council’s  Health  Department  is  com- 
pletely separate,  having  as  its  main  interest  environmental  health 
matters  and  infectious  disease  control.  The  existence  of  2 distinct 
preventive  health  services  at  local  level  dealing  with  community 
health  matters,  sometimes  inter  related,  is  not  easily  appreciated  by 
the  public,  but  no  solution  appears  probable  in  the  absence  of  Local 
Government  re-organisation. 
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The  special  information  requested  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/62  is  given  in 
Appendix  "B"  to  this  report. 

The  completion  of  die  details  within  diis  report  has  been  made  possible  by  the  courtesy 
of  colleagues  in  odier  departments  of  the  Borough  Council,  outside  bodies  and  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  to  whom  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks,  as  well  as  those  members  of  die 
Health  Department  staff  who  have  helped  in  its  preparation.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1961 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 

Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  die  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1061. 

Slum  Clearance:  4 areas,  involving  87  properties  also  5 individual  houses  were  represented. 
The  number  of  properties  demolished  during  the  year  was  33" 

Gypsy  Encampment:  Clearance  is  progressing  and  half  the  sites  have  been  vacated.  The  occu- 
pants are  re-housed  in  Council  accommodation  after  the  sites  are  purchased  by  the  Chadbam  Borough 
Council  when  there  is  no  possibility  of  the  area  reverting  to  its  former  use.  Eventually  it  will 
become  a Public  Open  Space  with  a splendid  view  of  the  Luton  Valley. 

Clean  Air  Act:  No.  1 Area  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister.  Operational  date  1st  November,  1962. 
No.  2 Area  comprising  3>000  houses  has  been  surveyed  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirm- 
ation. 

Food  Hygiene:  The  general  public  are  now  demanding  higher  standards  of  cleanliness  in  food 
preparation.  48  cases  of  complaints  of  foreign  bodies  in  food  were  reported  to  the  Department, 
resulting  in  ten  prosecutions.  The  remainder  were  dealt  with  by  warning  letters  to  manufacturers, 
informal  action  and  passing  to  other  authorities. 

Slau^terhouse:  The  privately  owned  slau^terhouse  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the 

Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  a Stunning  Pen  is  provided  for  bovines.  All 
animals  slaughtered  are  inspected. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  Assistance  and  co-operation  I have  had 
from  all  members  of  the  Staff  and  from  my  Colleagues  in  other  Departments.

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ADULTEMTED  SAMPLES 


The  following  are  details  of  the  adulterated  samples  shown  In  the  table  on 
pages  29  and  30 . 

Milk  (Smell  from  Bottle  of).  Viarning  letter  was  sent  to  the  Company  concerned. 

Rum  and  Butter  Flavoured  Toffees.  This  sample  contained  2.5  psr  cent  butter  fat; 
the  Code  of  Practice  requires  butter  sweets  to  contain  at  least  4.0  per  cent.  Public 
Analyst  wrote  to  the  Company  concerned  regarding  this  matter. 

Orangeade . This  was  a bottle,  rather  less  than  half  full,  containing  a bent  pin 
similar  in  size  and  shape  to  a 'nappy  pin'.  Nothing  was  found  to  indicate  that  the 
drink  had  been  rendered  injurious  to  health.  VJarning  letter  was  sent  to  the  Company 
concerned. 

Pork  Pie  (Meat  from).  This  sample  had  embedded  in  it  a piece  of  black  material 
rather  less  than  i”  x which  had  the  physical  characters  of  rubber.  Warnir.g  letter 
was  sent  to  the  Company  concerned. 

Bread. (a)  This  sample  consisted  of  the  end  slice  of  a loaf  containing  discoloured 
areas  near  the  top.  These  consisted  of  soiled  dough  with  a few  small  fibres  probably 
from  sacking.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  under  the  Pood  and  Drxigs  Act,  1955. 
The  defendants  were  fined  £25.0s.0d.  and  ordered  to  pay  an  advocate's  fee  of  £5.5s.Od. 
and  witnesses'  costs  of  £l.ls.0d. 

(b)  Black  material  embedded  in  the  crumb  of  the  loaf  was  of  the  nature  of 
bakehouse  char.  Warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  Company  concerned.
